Banana Custards 


Add two cups bread crumbs to 
one quart of milk. Break fowr 
eggs, reserving two of the whites, 
beat slightly, add one-third cup 
sugar and one-half teaspoon salt. 
Add the egg mixture to the milk 
and bread crumbs with one- 
fourth cup butter and one tea- 
spoon vanilla. Turn into six 
rather large or eight standard 
sized custard’ cups, set in a pan 
of warm water and bake in a 
slow oven for forty-five minutes 
or until a silver knife inserted 
comes out clean. Cool slightly. 
Peel and slice a large banana 
and arrange four or five slices on 
each custard. Make a meringue 
from the two reserved egg whites, 
adding four tablespoons sugar 
gradually. Heap on the eustards. 
Retin to the pan of warm water 
and bake in a moderate oven
